The Graduate Council will hold 
its first meeting of the 1970-71 
school year September 15. The pur- 
pose of the meeting is to evaluate 
the 1970,Summer Graduate Pro- 
gram and to begin planning for the 
1971 Summer Graduate Program. 

This summer representatives 
from 34 states participated in the 
Graduate Program. Thirty-three 
men, 75 laywomen and 192 sisters 
from 33 religious communities 
made a total enrollment of 300. On 
July 24, 44 students received their 

Master of Arts Degree.

Clarke students are fast becom- 
ing familiarized with the “holes in 
the computer cards,” divulging end- 
less information. 

Although the Clarke College 
Administration has only begun to 
computerize within the last two 
years, there are three main non- 
academic uses of computers at 
Clarke. 

From the student data sheets, 
the computers compile the student 
information file which in turn is 
used to yield such reports as spe- 
cial lists for the deans, housing 
lists, and eventually the Student 
Directory.

From the stu- 
dent applications, class schedules 
and lists are produced. 

Finally, the grades at the end of 
each semester are tabulated and 
report cards produced. Grades and 
grade point averages are added by 
the computers to the Student 
Information File. 

S. M. Kenneth Keller, head of 
the Computer Sciences department, 
reports that work is being done to 
develop further applications of 
computers in Clarke through such 
projects as Alumni files, Faculty 
Information Files and by auiomat- 
ing some library procedures. 

Clarke College, along with two 
other schools, has developed an in- 
formation system of its own for the 
1130 computer. This Information 
Retrieval System, now used on 
many files here, is of interest to at 
least twenty-five other institutions. 
Mr. James Runde, computer sci- 
ences instructor, is the developer of 
this system at Clarke. 

The hardware of Clarke’s com- 
puter sciences department consisis 
of an IBM 1130 computing system, 
incorporating a central processor 
with a main memory of 8,192 com- 
puter words and a disk system 
which adds 2 half-million words io 
this main memory. 

Clarke also possesses 2 card 
reader, tape reader, printer anc 3 
communications system which 2m 
ables the 1130 computer to com 
municate with the 360,65 compure: 
at the University of towa.

The past successes of Arab terrorists along the lines of aerial blackmail and extortion fe 

somehow revealed the failure of many states, including our nation, to assure the safety of its 

citizens traveling in the turbulent Middle East. Not only have the commandos of the Popular 

Front for the Liberation of Palestine profited by exacting a promise from ue Greek govern- 

ment two months ago, but by their latest act of hijacking three commercial airplanes, have 
encouraged more acts of air piracy by political zealots all over the globe. 

Most central to the problem, however, is the evident fact that the terrorists are fully sup- 
ported by the Arab regime. Their heroes’ welcome in Cairo following the Greek episode and 
the fact that the explosives used to destroy the Pan American 747 jet were picked up in 
Beirut give confirmation of international intrigue. 

The impotence of the United States is matched only by the major airlines inability to 
cope with the threat of hijacking. After their outrageous show of contempt for this country 
implicit in the Egyptian violation of the provisions of the Middle East cease-fire, the Arabs 
have brashly expressed knowledge of vulnerability. The Israelis further question the promises 
of a country incapable of protecting its citizens and planes. 

Bearing these facts in mind, declaration of a boycott of the Arab states by the airlines and 
governments of the world is long overdue. Arab planes should be refused landing elsewhere 
in the world, while non-Arab planes should not be flown to the area until aerial crimes have 
been punished and reparations made for insults, past and present. Is the United States to 

spur the campaign of such outlaws to undermine the prestige and safety of air commerce by 
her helplessness in this case, or is she only a paper tiger to be destroyed and thus silenced by 
Arab belligerents?Over 200 hostages of the captured Pan American, TWA, and Swissair air- 
craft, as well as the citizens of the world await an answer.

Fifty-nine students from lowa, Wisconsin, 
and Illinois and one student from Kansas are 
currently enrolled in the Clarke College 
Graduate Division. Classes are meeting four 
evenings a week this year 50 that students 
may take a full or part time schedule of 
study. . 

The Graduate Program, established in 
1964, offers a program of study leading to 
the Master of Arts degree with a major in 
Education and a minor in a related field or 
in one academic area. Courses: offered in- 
clude Elementary School Administration, 
Supervision of Instruction, Reading, Elemen- 
tary School Mathematics Education, and 
Social Studies.
